cago and south lo New Orleans, but 
every time the police or the govern- 
ment, agents started to clot a In on 
them, the pair slipped ont through 
some legal loophole prepared In ad- 
vance. 


It was nine years after the original 


Lupo-JIorello case that Flynn got wind 
of the fact that the'Italian colony In 
New York wai planning a big counter-, 
felting cdiip. The only thing lacking, 
according lo the Information which 
reached government headquarters, was 
a printer. 


A few days later, a young Italian 


named Corolla, who claimed to be a 
printing eipert who had been forced 
(0 leave Italy on account .of participa- 
tion In a number of Mafia' oulrages, 
applied to Lnpo for a position. The re- 
cruit was put through a grilling cfoss- 
einmmnllon. but Flynn had seen to It 
that he was supplied with the proper 
answers to all the questions, and It 
wasn't long before the secret, servlca 
had an operative planted In 'the very 
heart of the counterfeit plot. 


Comllo reported that th£ gang wns 


operating from i small farm near 
Highland, N. Y., and that thousands of 
dollars In spurious currency was'ready 
to be released.

back until the spring." - 


"Very well." replied' Flyiin, "we can 


wait Jus) lay low. until he relurns.

It was early In.the following year- 


ten years after the first arrest and re- 
lease of the Lupo-JIorello corablnallon 
—that thje secret service sprung Us 
trap and rounded up 16 Italians. Dur- 
ing the trial which followed, phyil- 
clans and other witnesses swore to 
alibis which had been previously pre- 
pared. But the povemment, Bided by 
Corr.lto's Rrst-ha.1,1 evidence and the 
testimony of the men who hnd been 
trailing the Itallnns, proved every point 
in Its case, thoush It took the evidence 
of 300 people to do U. 


As a result, l.upo and MoreUo went 


to the federal prison In Atlanta for 15 
years, an.l Flynn was well ^atlsfled 
with the 150 per cent interest upon his 
ortjtin.il Inve.-iiiKnt rf (en years' wnrk.

GOVERNOR SAN SOUCl'S MES- 


SAGE TO TUB GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 


Governor San Souci, in his annual 


address 
to tho General Assembly 


makes many important recommend^- 
tlons, some'of which largely interest 
tho people of this section of the 
State. He would have the State build 
two courthouses, one in Providence 
and one In Newport. He would add 
another Judge to the Superior Court 
Bench. 
He shows that tho expendi- 


tures of the State for the past year 
have been $0500,000, a pretty large 
sum, 
considering only a few years 


ago that one million dollars carried 
the State through the twelve months. 
He wishes the borrowing powc- of 
the General Treasurer to be enlarged, 
to meet temporary requirements. He 
recommends that the three cent road 
tax be continued and that the State 
cooperate with the General Govern- 
ment in the business'of road building. 
He recommends appropriate legisla- 
tion for the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition laws, and tho Volstead Act. 
On the subject of aid for dependent 
mothers he speaks as follows: 


"Tho principle of public aid for 


mothers has been recognized by law 
in 40 states other than Rhode Island. 
I believe that this Slate can effect- 
ively cooperate with the cities and 
towns in the application of remedial 
measures that will tend to equalize 
the burden of caring for dependent 
childhood. I therefore recommend to 
your careful consideration the import- 
ant subject of securing home life to 
dependent children by the enactment 
of suitable legislation based on care 
ful investigation of the conditions to 
be alleviated." 


Speaking of the ro-union to be held 


in this Slate, he says: 
.- "Tho ranks of the survivors of the 
Civil \Var aro rapidly vanishing and 
ia-n 
few years, at the most, only a 


memory will remain of those heroes 
who olTercd nil that life holds dear 
in order that this nation might en- 
dure. > It is now proposed to hold a 
re-union noxt summer, under the au- 
spices of the Grand Army of the'Re- 
public, where all the surviving vete- 
rans of the Civil \Vnr who reside in 
Rhode Island may_gather once more 
(o renew old acquaintances and recall 
the stirring days when they offered 
their lives for the defence of the 
Union." 


He recommends a suitable appro- 


priation for the occasion. He closes 
his message .with the following good 
advice lo the members of the Gcn- 
oal Assembly. 


"In conclusion, yon are equipped to 


begin the business of the session 
without delay- 
No time is required 


for organization and nothing prevents 
the immediate consideration of the 
matters before you. Promptness in 
legislation now will avoid a congested 
calendar on the last days of the ses- 
sion. May we not promptly, earnest- 
ly and impartially proceed with tho 
work before us." 


Thi property qualification in the 


Rhode Island.Constitution is still on 
the firing line and is being attacked by 
the politicians up the State on both 


. sides of the line. Before the TJcne'ral 


Assembly was one hour old, no less 
than four bills for its repeal had 
ieen introduced in the General As- 
sembly, two in the Senate and two in 
the House. Two by Republicans, and 
two by Democrats- So it would seem 
that honors are easy. In the House the 
bills were referred to the committee 
on Special Legislation. 
In the Sen- 


ate, to the Judiciary committee. That 
is probably as far as the bills will 
get this session. 


It is proposed that the Staje build 


a $2,500,000 courthouse for the City 
of Providence, and a bill for the is- 
sue of bonds to build it with has al- 
ready been introduced into the House 
by the House leader, Representative 
Peck of Harrington.

The suggestion is often made that 


the 
housewives 
should 
combine 


against high prices and refuse to pay 
them until the same get down to a 
reasonable level. 
But that runs up 


against the fact that the great ma- 
jority of retail dealers sell on a nar- 
row margin. 


The essential troublc is that there 


are other combinations iwhich the 
housewives can only influence indi- 
rectly in that way. 
Prices are kept 


high' because many combinations of 
manufacturers unite to control their 
profits, and in some lines combina- 
tions of labor unite to secure high 
wages. 
The housewives can ajTect 


it somewhat by. refusing to1 patron- 
ize certain articles held at high pric- 
es. But when it comes to food, peo- 
ple must pay the price. 


This idea'of refusing to use high 


cost products has been used with 
some success in the building indus- 
try, and has helped to reduce prices 
in this line. What is wanted is some 
kind of a movement that will produce 
commodities at reasonable prices when 
they arc unreasonably controlled by 
combinations of capital and labor.

Choicest Specimen, Though Othert -

In an attempt to locate Ihe monarch, 


of all American elms, the American 
Genetic association discovered a few 
years ago what Is now thought to bo 
tho largest specimen of ulmus amcrl- 
cana In existence. 
The trunk of this 


giant measures S3 feet in circumfer- 
ence. A remnrkable record for one 
small seed I It-reached these colos- 
sal proportions In the soil of West 
Virginia. 


According to tree experts an elm 


almost equally large has since been 
found at Rnthbone, Ohio. It measures 
82 feet In girth and has a spread of 
105 feet. 
It has five limbs as large 


as ordinary trees branching out from 
the main trunk. 
The age of this 


majestic specimen is estimated at from 
000 to 700 years. ' 


A record quite as remarkable Is 


accredited to "The Great Elm" of 
'Wethersfleld, Connecticut. 
This tree 


reached the enormous dimensions of 
28 feet In girth and 100 feet In height 
at the estimated ago of 250 years. ..'

In circumference and 72 In height, 
while.the "Washington Elm" at Cam- 
bridge, perhaps the best known of all 
American trees, can boast only a m'era 
H feet of girth and 41 In height.

After having remained here throo 


feys, riding at anchor on the coast, 
*i we could find no harbour, we deter- 
mined to depart, and coast along the 
ihore to the' northeast, keeping sail 
on the vessel only by day and coming 
to anchor by night. After proceed- 
ing one hundred leagues, .we found a 
rery pleasant situation among some 
itecp hills, through which a very 
large river, deep at its mouth, forced 
Its way to the sea; from the sea to 
the estuary of tho river, any ship 
heavily laden might pass, with the 
help of the tide, which rises eight 
feel. But as we were riding at an- 
chor in a good berth, we would not 
venture up in our vessel, without a 
knowledge 'of the mouth; 
therefore 


wo took lhe boot, and entering the 
river, we found the country on the 
banks well peopled, the inhabitants 
not differing much from the others, 
being dressed out with feathers of 
birds of various colours. They came 
towards us with evident delight, rais- 
ing loud shouts of admirations, and 
showing us where we could most se- 
curely land our boat. Wo passed up 
this river, about half a league, when 
we found it formed a most beautiful 
lake three leagues in circuit, upon 
which they wore rowing thirty or 
more of their small boats from one 
shore to the other, filled with multi- 
tudes who came to sec us. 


All of n sudden, as is wont to hap- 


pen to navigators, n violent contrary 
wind blew in from the sea, nnd forced 
us to return to our ship, greatly re- 
gretting to leave this region,, which 
seemed so commodious and delight- 
ful, rtnd, which we supposed must also 
contain great riches, as the ' hills 
showed many indications of minerals. 
Weighing anchor, we sailed eighty 
leagues toward the east, as the coast 
•tretched in that direction, and al- 
ways In sight of it; at length we dis-' 
covered an island of triangular form, 
about ten leagues from the main- 
land, in size about equal to the isl- 
and of Rhodes, having many hills 
covered with trees and well peopled, 
judging from the great number of 
nres which we saw all around the 
shores; 
wo gave it the name of 


your majesty's illustrious, mother. 


We did not land there, as the 


weather was unfavorable, but pro- 
ceeded 
to 
another 
place, 
fifteen 


leagues distant from the islandl where 
we found n very excellent harbour. 
Before entering it, we saw about 
twenly small boats, full of people, 
who- came about our ship, uttering 
many cries of astonishment, but they i 
would 
not approach 
nearer 
than j 


within fifty paces; .stopping, they ' 
looked nt tho structure of our ship I 
our persons and dress, afterwards 
they all'raised a loud shout together ' 
signifying that they were pleased 
By imitating their signs, we inspired 
them in some measure with confi- 
dence, so tnht they came near enough 
for us to toss them some little bells 
and glasses, nnd many toys, which 
they took and laughed at, laughing 
and then came on board without fear.
